A suction drain for aspirating fluid from a body comprises an 
elongated tubular first portion for introduction into the body and 
having a constant outer dia. with a number of openings along its entire 
length; an interior portion and a terminal end supporting an 
antibacterial material. 

The antibacterial is in the form of an end-cap which extends 
longitudinally outward from the terminal end of the first portion and 
has an outer dia. no larger than that of that first portion. 

Pref. the antibacterial is enclosed in an absorbable material, e.g.
